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$33,000,000 Alberta’s Fourth 
Victory Loan Quota 


Record of Savings Deposits 
in Banks Show Sums Which 
Should be Invested in Vic¬ 
tory Bonds 

Alberta’s objective for the 
Fourth Victory loan is $33,000,000 
which is an increase of $13,000, 
000 over the Third Victory Loan 
objective last November. 

Announcement to this effect 
was made by F. E. Osborne, Cal¬ 
gary. Mr. Osborne is chairman of 
the National War Finance Com¬ 
mittee for Alberta. Mr. Osborne’s 
statement follows; 

The National War Finance 
Committee for Alberta has been 
advised by headquarters at Ot¬ 
tawa that our objective in the 
Fourth Victory Loan, which opens 
April 26th, has been set at $33, 
000,000. This compares with an 
objective for the Third Victory 
Loan last October and November 
of $20,000,000 and with actual 
subscritions to that loan of over 
$27,700,000. That tells the story 
of the immense task which con¬ 
fronts the people of Alberta now. 

This objective is broken down 
into $22,000,000 from General 
Sales and Payroll Deductions, and 
$11,000,000 from Special names, 
Non-Banking Corporations, etc. 
($25,000 and over). As a matter 
of fact, this latter figure is un¬ 
officially set for Alberta at $12, 
000,000 in order to provide for a 
National over subscription of 
$50,000,000 

The people of Alberta have 
done magnificently in previous 
Victory Loan Campaigns, and last 
November headed the Dominion 
in percentage of increase of re¬ 
sults over objective. The record 
of Savings Deposits in Alberta 
Chartered banks shows in the ag¬ 
gregate immense sums Which 
should now be invested in Victory 
Bonds. This is particularly true of 
accounts with credits or from 
two hundred to five thousand dol¬ 
lars each. Those dollars should be 
definitely working for Victory, 
NOW. Luxury spending should be 
out for the duration to allow 
heavier participation in this Loan 
from Payroll Deductions. There 
should not be one man or woman 
in Alberta of adult age and in 
gainful occupation who has not 
some share in the forthcoming 
Loan, to his or her maximum 
ability.

This has not been 
taken into consideration in our 
official objective of $33,000,000— 
that still remains our job and our 
responsibility as the amount of 
money we must ourselves raise 
within the borders of our own 
province.

Pass Schools 
Compete in War 
Stamp Sales 

Local Lions Club Purchased 

Handsome Picture of Churchill 

and Roosevelt For Competition 

Among Schools. 

Organization has been completed 
by the various Pass war finance 
committees and school principals 
for students in all Pass schools to 
take part in a war stamp sales con¬ 
test. 

The set-up, as explained by the 
local war finance committee, is 
this: Each class is examined as to 
its personnel and given a monthly 
quota which it will endeavor to at¬ 
tain and even oversubscribe in the 
the purchase of war stamps. The 
class reaching its quota or sur¬ 
passing it by the largest percent¬ 
age is awarded a framed picture of 
Churchill and Roosevelt, which 
they will keep in their classroom 
for a month or until another class 
can take it away from the winners 
by buying a greater percentage of 
stamps. In Coleman the pictures to 
be competed for between the class¬ 
es were purchased through the 
kindness of Mr. A. F. Short, one 
to central and high school and the 
other to Cameron school. 

The Pass schools then compete 
against each other on a monthly 
basis, each school being given a 
quota which it will be the endeavor 
of the student body to surpass if 
possible. The school buying the 
highest percentage of stamps over 
its competitors will receive a hand¬ 
some picture, measuring 26 by 36 
inches, also of Churchill and Roose¬ 
velt. The picture was purchased by 

the f!fdeman T-rionc oluh. 

In presenting the picture to the 
winning school, a ceremonial pro¬ 
gram will be held. Leading citizens 
of the Pass towns will be at the 
presentation, and probably a plane 
from one of the air schools will fly 
over the winning school and drop 
a flag. 

All stamps must be purchased 
through the respective schools, and 
in the student’s name. No credit 
will be given a student who buys 
stamps at the post office or the 
neighborhood grocer.

EXTRA SUGAR WILL 
SWEETEN RHUBARB 

Extra sugar for cooking rhubarb 
is allowed through order of the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
effective immediately, ration offi¬ 
cials announced this week. 

Blue coupon number 1, “Spare 
B,” in the new ration book, may be 
used for the purchase of one pound 
of sugar for cooking rhubarb from 
now until May 31. Only blue coupon 
1 may be used for this purpose, 
and it is considered that one pound 
of sugar is sufficient for sweeten¬ 
ing five pounds of rhubarb. 

Heretofore no extra sugar was 
allowed for cooking rhubarb. The 
housewives were required to use 
sugar from their ration for this 
purpose, as for other stewed fruits 
prepared for current needs of the 
family table. 

Lions Club Given 
Talks by Visiting 
Technicians 

Monday evening, at the regular 
supper meeting of the local Lions’ 
club, three guests were present, 
two of whom were out of town 
technicians. Mr. Henry Waterhouse 
is in town inspecting electric light 
metres and Mr. Elliott Murray, 
who is stationed at the Dominion 
airport at Lethbridge, was on his 
first.visit to the Crows’ Nest Pass 
and Coleman. 

Mr. Waterhouse, of Calgary, 
gave a very interesting talk on his 
duties as inspector of electric and 
gas metres. He revealed something 
of the accuracy of these instru¬ 
ments, due largely to their dura¬ 
bility and the periodic check and 
adjustment. 

Mr. Murray, who has been with 
the Dominion government as a 
radio beam technician for a few 
years at Edmonton, Winnipeg, and 
now at Lethbridge, gave a very in¬ 
teresting explanation of the differ¬ 
ent phases of service at the Do¬ 
minion airport and meteorological 
station at Lethbridge. His explan¬ 
ation of atmospheric changes, in¬ 
dications of storm and the methods 
of forecasting gave a much better 
idea of the service rendered by 
their weather bureau. Then his 
technical explanation of the radio 
beam to guide planes was really 
fascinating.

N OW that you have your 1943-1944 gasoline ration book, it is up to you to 
keep it at all times in a safe place. If it is lost, burned, or stolen, you will be 
deprived of coupons which will not be replaced. In this regard, the policy of the 
Oil Controller is as follows: 

• If, through negligence, you lose your gasoline ration book before October 1, 
1943, you may be allowed no more, and perhaps less, than half the coupons to 
which you would be entitled if you were making an original application. 

• If, through negligence, you lose your ration book on or after October 1, 1943, 
you may be allowed no more, and perhaps less, than 25 per cent of the coupons to 
which you would be entitled if you were making an original application. 

The new gasoline rationing system, effective on April 1, will U. 

be strictly enforced. Under its provisions, the motorist, as well 
as the service station attendant, is held responsible if any infrac- /\y [ 
tions occur.

Seldom a week passes that the 
war news of Canadian fighter 
pilots in action over Europe does 
not mention Squadron Leader 
Foss Boulton. 

Last week he was mentioned as 
having wiped out a gun nest in 
a Nazi train and so cleared the 
way for a member of his squad¬ 
ron to attack the engine unmolest¬ 
ed. 

This week he led his squad¬ 
ron over Abbeville where it 
pounced on 20 enemy fighters. 
Here is how a London desatch 
tells the story of the fight: 

Saturdays score of those de¬ 
stroyed was swelled by Sqdn. Ldr. 
S. H. Boulton of Coleman, Alta, 
and Wing Commander J. E. 
Johnson D.F.C. and bar, an En¬ 
glishman commanding the wing, 
who got one each. Johnson said 
the wing pounced on about 20 en¬ 
emy fighters which came up af¬ 
ter bombs had been dropped on 
objectives in Abbeville. 

Boulton attacked a fighter from 
underneath and observed strikes 
that blew off pieces from the en¬ 
emy aircraft. 

“The bullets seemed to go into 
the body of the plane and then I 
should think into th e cockpit and 
the engine because he started to 
give out smoke,” Boulton said. 
“Then the enemy machine tipped

is Comulsory to Have Ashes 

Hauled Away by Ashman; Mu¬ 
sical Festival Given $10 Grant. 

Council had its regular meeting 
on Monday evening. Present, 
Mayor Antrobus, councillors, 
Aboussafy, Cox, Dutil, Ford Jen¬ 
kins and Ramsay. 

The main item of business was 
hearing th e report of Councillor 
Frank Aboussafy, who had been 
in conference with Minister of 
Public Works W. A. Fallow, of 
Edmonton, at the week-end, re¬ 
garding flood control in the Town 
of Coleman. 

Councillor Aboussafy paid high 
tribute to E. O. Duke, M.L.A. for 
this constituency, for his efforts 
in arranging the appointn$ent 
with Mr. Fallow and Mr. Suther¬ 
land, the latter of the Water Re- 
sourses Departments, and for his 
valued help during the discus- 

Councillor Aboussafy laid his 
cards on the table in dealing 
with Messers. Fallow and Suther¬ 
land. He told them of the critical 
need for flood control and that 
citizens residing in the threaten¬ 
ed area were not in a financial 
position to take any loss to pro¬ 
perty through flood. Aided by 
arguments from Mr. Duke, he 
secured the promise from Mr. Fal¬ 
low that quick action would be 
taken. Speaking later to Mr. 
Sutherland, Councillor Aboussafy 
secured his promise that he would 
come to Coleman and inspect con¬ 
ditions at the earliest opportune 
moment. 

He also found out the reason 
why so much flood control work 
was done at Blairmore. The pro¬ 
vincial government first started 
dredging the creek running 
through Bairmore in order to pro¬ 
ud their bridges. A letter was 
received from Blairmore town 
council a week after the province 
had decided to start flood control 
work. Once the province mi fin¬ 
ished with its work it arranged 
with Federal authorities to con¬ 
tinue flood control work in the 
Blairmore area by deepening the 
river. Coleman’s mistake was 
made in first dealing with the 
C.P.R. instead of the provincial 
authorities. 

In concluding his report he 
warned against too much opti¬ 
mism. He stated he had secured 
promises for quick action but 
whether these promises would Ibe 
implemented with action only 
the immediate future would tell. 

Getting back to regular busi¬ 
ness the councill dealt with the 
complaint of a tax payer against 
his neighbor who was dumping 
ashes near the former’s residence, 
the ashes therby booming a nuis¬ 
ance. He asked that the practice 
be stopped immediately. In dis¬ 
cussing this matter Police Chair¬ 
man John Ramsay was emphatic 
that nat only this case but others 
throughout the entire town would 
have to be drastically dealt with. 
Councillor Ramsay said ashes can 
bg seen in streets and back alleys 
and in addition there are ever 
growing piles of tin cans and 
other rubbish. Warnings have 
been given repeatedly to residents 
that it is compulsory to have their 
ashes taken away by the town’s 
ashman but many have ignored 
the warnings. Constable Antle 
was warned to inspect the entire 
town and bring into court all 
those who still insisted in dump¬ 
ing ashes in the strees, hillsides, 
back alleys and refused to have 
them carted away. 

A $10 grant was authorized to 
the C.N.P. Musical Festival.

Charles Makin placed a financial

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Post-War Possibilities 


DISCUSSION OF POST-WAR PLANS at the recent mid-continent 
research conference held in Minneapolis, Minn., have once more drawn 
attention to the possibilities of greater industrial development on the 
prairies. Premier Stuart S. Garson, of Manitoba, one of those who, repre¬ 
sented Western Canada at the conference, reported that there had been 
talk of the utilization of the rich lignite deposits of Manitoba and Sas¬ 
katchewan, and of North and South Dakota, in the building up of a great 
chemical industry. He also said that the Manitoba white poplar might 
some day be used as a raw material for manufacturing rayon and other 
chemical products. The importance of Western Canada in the air routes of 
the future were also discussed at the conference, where it was pointed out 
that the most direct routes between many points on this continent and 
important parts of Europe and Asia, lie directly across the Canadian Prairies. 

Because of the distance from the 'Prairie Prov- 
Industry Has inces to some of the large centres of population, 
»l| ■ p ■ i many of their industrial potentialities have never 

nOT expanded J, een f u iiy developed. Sodium sulphate deposits 
in Saskatchewan have proved of importance and have supplied the pulp and 
paper mills of Canada for many years. The oil of the Turner Vtilley, clay 
deposits of Saskatchewan and Alberta, and the lignite coal of Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan have all been developed, some to great advantage. How¬ 
ever, it is hoped that after the war there will be much greater expansion 
in the manufacture of the products of raw materials produced on the 
Prairies. The opening of the Alaska Highway has given access to a land 
rich in minerals and oil and it is likely that after the war there will be 
great activity in this region. There has already been considerable develop¬ 
ment in oil wells in the vicinity of Fort MacMurray, and there is promise 
of many more enterprises of this nature. 

One of the greatest problems of this war, both for 
Wheat Used In the army and for civilians has been the sudden 
Mb* n ll curtailment of the United Nations’ supply of raw 
IViaKing KUDDer rubber, by Japan. The importance of wheat in the 
process of manufacturing synthetic rubber has aroused much interest, and 
Western wheat is now being used for this purpose in Canada. Wheat is 
also a source of industrial alcohol, which next to water is the most im¬ 
portant liquid used in industry. The use of wheat in both these processe 
offers many possibilities for future industrial development here. Wheat i 
also suggested as a basis for plastic materials, which are to be widely used 
after the war. Thus it appears that with the coming of peace, there may 
be a period of interesting and extensive industrial expansion in the West.

Experts state that three pounds of 
sugar will make six quarts of canned fruits, whereas three pounds of sugar 
will make only two quarts of jam or jelly. More food value is also con¬ 
served when the fruit is canned. 

Application for sugar for canning: purposes is necessary in order that 
the Sugar Administration of the Wartime Prices and Trade Board can pro¬ 
vide the sugar needed. The "application for canning sugar" is to be found 
in the new ration book. The form must be filled in and returned to the 
nearest local Ration Board before April 15th.

Tanks For Montgomery's Battle In Tunisia 


Ottawa.—Finance Minister Ilsley j 
said in the House of Commons that 
the federal government looked on old 
age pensions, and possible increases, J 
as the primary responsibility of pro¬ 
vincial governments although the 
Dominion contributed to them. 

Mr. Ilsley said he had regarded the 
cost-of-living bonus, designed as part 
of the wages policy, as inappropriate 
for pensioners. 

The provinces were free to in¬ 
crease old age pensions without re¬ 
ducing the contribution made by the 
Dominion. 

“I hope the day will come when 
we shall have a contributary old age 
pension system in this country,” he 
continued. 

“We certainly should rfave, but wc 
require an amendment to the consti¬ 
tution in order to provide for it, just 
as we had to have an amendment of 
the constitution to provide for un¬ 
employment insurance. 

"I cannot see why, in a state of 
affairs where all the provinces of the 
country have surpluses, and some of 
them enormous surpluses, the prov¬ 
inces should not undertake this, 
which is primarily their responsibility, 
not ours, instead of calling on us, 
with our huge deficits, running up to 
12,000,000,000 and $3,000,000,000 a 
year.” 


The provinces had been told that 
if a majority requested a reconsider¬ 
ation would be given it. He was not 
sure that such a step, involving fed¬ 
eral expenditure, would be favorably 
considered in light of the provinces' 
surplus position. But supplemental 
allowances now were being paid by 
some provinces. 

Mr. Maclnnis said house members 
should “blush for shame” for asking 
old people to live on an allowance of 
$20 a month. 

John G. Diefenbaker (Prog. Con., 
Lake Centre) said amounts paid in 
cost-of-living bonus, and in subsidies 
to hold the cost of living, should be 
made known. The house had heard 
of the benefits of holding the price 
ceiling but costs had not been given. 

Finance Minister Ilsley said he an¬ 
ticipated giving the house informa¬ 
tion on such outlays later. 

Mr. Diefenbaker said the whole 
basis of the cost-of-living bonus has 
been founded on the cost-of-living 
index number as of October, 1941, but 
since then, by order of a few days 
ago, the national war labor board had 
been given the power to order ad¬ 
justments in the cost-of-living bonus 
using a month other than October, 
1941, not earlier than August, 1939. 

The house should know the reason 
for the change.
